PACKERS’ GANS AND GENERAL LINE 
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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The feature of the past week has been the ceriainty that the 
pea pack of the country would be far short of requirements, as 
evidenced in the closing of the pea packing operations weeks 
earlier than usual. From authority that is absolutely reliable, 
and in a position to know exact conditions in all leading pea 
canning sections, we have the following : 

‘*The pea pack is now practically finished in Wisconsin, 
(this personal letter is dated Milwaukee, July 19th) which is 
three weeks earlier than usual, and the pack in this State can- 
not possibly run over 50% of that of a year ago, or more than 
40% of a normal pack. This condition also applies to Minne 
sota and Michigan. 

‘The pack in Indiana will be cut 50% on account of the 
acreage being reduced this amount. 

‘‘New York State will pack approximately the same as they 
packed a year ago, with an increased acreage and a decreased 
yield. 

‘*It looks to us at the present time as though the pea pack 
for the entire United States would be from one million to one 
and a half million cases short of that of a year ago.’’ 

This makes a rather serious condition in the pea market; 
but particularly serious with regard to the finer grades, because 
the peculiar weather, and sudden development of the peas, pro- 
duced very few peas fit for the finer grades. The peas ripened 
so rapidly that they were large and tending towards hardness 
before they could be gathered. The pea canners did all in their 
power to secure the crop before this took place, but it was 
beyond human possibility to prevent it, ana the market will 
have to take them as they are. As we have before noted future 
contracts on peas will be filled only in part, in the west at 
least, and the finer grades will be bringing a premium in the 
near future. 

Sometime ago the Canned Goods Exchange, and some of 
the other Associations, expressed the belief that it would be a 
fine thing if the acreage planted to canners’ crops, particularly 
of peas, corn, tomatoes, etc., were compiled at this time for the 
information of all canners. This information has been secured, 
and shows some remarkable conditions. With peas it is row 
too late to speak of acreage.

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weather brought the crop to maturity so rapidly that the pro- 
duct ran largely to large sizes and hard peas. 

Nearly all canners of the West have annuunced that their 
deliveries will be heavily short on fine grades of peas. 

The sweets or late peas are in a much worse prospect and 
packers announce that their deliveries will be very insignificant 
and unimportant. . 

But I have heard a voice in the night which has a chord of 
hopefulness as well as atone of novelty in it, for one of my 
friends who has just returned from Michigan informs me that a 
packer of that state has issued to farmers a large supply of seed 
peas to be sown immediately with a purpose of packing peas in 
September. 

What will the harvest be? I don’t know. 
of the scheme being tried before. 
however, and that it has failed. 

I greatly fear that the hot dry weather of July, August and 
September would be unfavorable to the growth of peas, and 
that neither quality or quantity would be obtained from such an 
effort. 

However, in the cool moist climate of the lower peninsula of 
Michigan where the breezes blow from Lake Huron to Lake Mich- 
igan and from Michigan to Huron laden with moisture and 
blowing over the. waters of a thousand or more inland lakes and 
lakelets, it is quite possible that the effort may prove successful. 
The packer who is going to make two crops of peas for canning 
purposes grow where only one grew before is likely to be a pub- 
lic benefactor, but he is also likely to disarrange the well laid 
plaus and methods of all the pea packers and pea dealers in the 
country. He will beir watching! Instead of Early June peas 
he is expecting to give us ‘‘Late September peas’’ right out of 
the pod How will that do for a canned goods slogan. 

Canned Corn.—Standard and Extra Standard canned corn 
is out of the market, in fact is in second hands. I heard a 
broker say that he tried to patch uv a car load of canned corn 
in the Chicago market last week and that he could not do it and 
had to give it up though his principal was willing to pay 8oc. f. 
o. b. Chicago for standard quality. The weather so far has not 
been unfavorable to the corn crop and a good yield of good qual- 
ity is anticiputed. 

Packers all state that their acreages are small, even smaller 
than last year. Corn, no matter how large the pack may be, 
will be well sustained as to price. It must to a certain extent 
take the place of canned peas which are going to be very short. 

The local market on canned corn is entirely nominal. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Nothing new is to be said or learned 
beyond the situation described last week. A good stiff lot of

Experience Teaches.—I note that that loyal and enthusi- 
astic correspondent of THE TRADE, ‘‘Experience,’’ took me up 
crivically ‘‘verbatim et seriatim’’ last week and proceeded to 
put a few uppercuts under my guard, as well as to sprinkle a 
few words of praise upon me to revive me as he went through 
the 15 rounds with me. He isa pretty decent kind of a conver- 
sationalist and eminently fair and considerate, and he is wise 
and able, therefore temperate and courteous. 

You can tell whether a fellow is a gen leman or an ass 
easier by engaging him in a discussion before the public tban 
in any other way. When he jumps at you and begins to bite 
and kick and bray, you at once recognize his species and begin 
to look for a rope and a gad stick. 

When, like ‘‘Experience,’’ he uses the language of refine- 
ment and that courtesy which is evidence of good breeding, you 
know that he is a gentleman. 

There is one point wherein ‘‘Experience’’ misunderstands 
my position. 

I do not and did not recommend that packers raise a large 
fund for the purpose of advertising in the daily papers and 
magazines and periodicals. Thereby purchasing their friendship. 

They cannot afford to raise a large enough fund for that 
purpose. It would be like ‘‘pouring soap suds into a sinkhole;’’ 
just as unavailing. There are too many publications, and their 
rates are so high that a few millions would be required to go 
round and to purchase advocacy and peace, and there would be 
no end to the solicitation. 

Here is what can be done with the means which packers 
can command, and with their individual influence. 

Let each man engaged in the industry secure the confidence 
and friendship of his local paper or papers. It can be done in 
various ways and at a small expenditure of advertising expense. 
Let the ‘‘Publicity’’ go on as it has and still continue through 
the magazines and periodicals to the extent possible. 

Let part of this publicity fund be expended upon lists of 
country papers in the way of small reading matter notices. 

In various ways, individually and collectively, let packers 
and their allies secure the friendship and CHAMPIONSHIP of the 
country or county papers, and when they find an unfair, ignor- 
ant or prejudiced statement in the large. daily press let them 
bring the matter to the attention of the editors of these papers. 

There will then be something doing right away. Nothing 
pleases an editor of a country paper better than to have an 
opportunity to put the management of the big dailies in the 
stocks and denounce them for ignorance and incompetence, and 
there is nothing that will cause the editors and publishers of 
city daily papers to tuck their tails between their legs and run 
under the house and yelp for mercy so effectively as to have a 
lot of porcupine-quilled country editors writing them up and 
skinuing them for ignorance; for well they know that the coun- 
try papers are the most potent influence for the creation of pub- 
lic sentiment in all the land, and the only influence which is 
strong enough when combined to make or break big daily 
newspapers.

Changes and Outlook. 


_NkEw York, July 20, 

Market Remains Firm.—While the activity has not in- 
creased materially in New York, the market remains firm and 
all holders are awaiting the outcome of the various packs before 
urging their goods. The disquieting reports from the pea can- 
ning sections have tended to force up prices somewhat in this 
commodity, but dullness of movement has prevented feeling the 
full effects of the change in sentiment. ‘Tomatoes are steady. 
Corn is hard to find and sales are necessarily small because there 
is little to be obtained. In other varieties quiet may be said to 
prevail, though here and there a buyer takes hold as though he 
really wanted something. With most, however, the midsummer 
vacation season is exerting its influence, and sales are made 
chiefly in small lots to cover daily requirements, while buyers 
look forward to the early fall after canning is practically over 
to enable them to fill their needs. 

Peas.—The market is interested principally in peas. The 
disquieting reports from all canning sections have exerted more 
influence upon sentiment than dealers would like to admit. 
Sales are made, it is true, but with much hesitation, and with 
the feeling clearly expressed that the business is in a somewhat 
uncertain condition. It appears from what can be gleaned that 
few, if anyone, expects more than 50 percent. of a normal 
pack, taking the country through, while some are so pessimistic 
that they can see only about 30 per cent. inthe outlook. Proba- 
bly the latter estimate is low, but it is assumed that the former 
is substantially correct since the information from a considera- 


ble proportion of the most reliable packers is all in that direc- 
tion. The crop is about over in most canning sections and the 
result is not far from the estimate mentioned. Old stock is not 
plentiful, consequently it looks as though peas would be good 
property this season and sales will probably be made at much 
higher prices. 

Tomatoes.—The market has changed but little in a week. 
Here and there a holder is making offerings at slightly reduced 
rates to clear out the small stock he may have on hand, but in 
the main holders are firm in their view, and buyers find it neces- 
sary to pay full prices in order to obtain goods) The feeling in 
the market is one of confidence, and most holders apparently 
anticipate a good market for their remaining supplies. The 
outlook for the coming pack has improved materially of late, 
and there are many who are estimating a normal output. It is 
difficult to say whether this will be true or not, but the situation 
appears to promise it more than it did last week. Meanwhile 
there is a fair trade (n old stock, and the new pack will come 
upon a market which has comparatively little left over from last 
season. The growing plants are looking better and in some of 
the canning sections the outlook has brightened perceptibly. 
The chief difference is likely to appear in the reduced acreage 
which will be found to be considerable. 

Corn.—Not much old stock is left. The acreage for this 
year’s crop is much reduced and the season has been unfavora- 
ble up to within a short time, consequently there is little -pros- 
pect of anything worth while developing in this department. 
The crop is estimated at 50 percent. of normal. This, with 
the fact that there has been an almost total clean up of the old 
stock, has caused a firm market for the past few weeks, but the 
indifferenee of buyers has contributed something to dullness. 
They are not taking anything they do not need daily, conse- 
quently it is not exactly a pleasant prospect for holders. It 
seems likely, however, that the market will be almost wholly

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swept clean of stock by the time the new crop is ready for 
delivery. 

Salmon.—The situation changes scarcely at all. Buyers 
find difficulty in obtaining old stock, and new pack Columbia 
river comes only to those who have contracts. Shipments have 
been light thus far, but are increasing. It is reported that all 
old stock is cleared from first hands and that second hands have 
almost nothing to offer. What they have they are holding for 
their regular customers, and it is hard for anybody else to obtain 
any. The pack of red Alaska is expected to be larger. 

Fruits.—California packers have withdrawn some of their 
grades of berries and other fruits from the market and have 
advanced others a considerable percentage. The effect has not 
been felt very seriously here, since buying is light. In fact, the 
market, so far as can be discovered, is influenced by the vaca- 
tion dullness, and most holders are not troubled with the effort 
required to fill their orders.

Foreign Tariffs. 


VENEZUELA. 


The American charge d’affaires at Caracas, Mr. Sheldon Whitehouse, 
transmits the following translation of the instructions of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to the consuls of Venezuela, of May 28, in regard to the 
certificates of sanitary inspection required for all food products imported 
into Venezuela : 

The form for the certificate of sanitary inspection that guarantees the 
purity of all food products which, in conformity with the tariff law, should 
be accompanied with this requisite on importation into Venezuela, having 
been agreed upon by the Ministry of Finance, I forward you the following 
instructions in the matter : 

(1) The manufacturers shall deliver to the Venezuelan consul in the 
port of shipment a certificate, signed by a public analyst, duly authenti- 
cated by the local authorities, expressed in the following terms : ‘‘I certify 
that the food products made by the firm of , whose factory (or fac- 
tories) are in , and whose registered trademark is , are of good 
quality and contain no substances injurious to health.”’ 

-(2) The chamber of commerce of the district certifies at the bottom 
that it believes the statement of the analyst to be true, and that the said 
firm has never been punished for manufacturing products containing sub- 
stances injurious to health. The consul shall legalize the signature of the 
chamber of commerce and keep in his archives the certificate, charging for 
this service Bs. 10 ($1.93). 

(3) Ten copies shall be delivered to the consul, together with the 
certificate. 

(4) The consul shall send with an official letter a copy of the certificate 
to each one of the custom houses of the Republic, after numbering the 


original and putting the same number on the copies. No charge is to be 
made for this service. 

(5) On shipping products of the factory thus guaranteed, which 
should always be entered as a separate item in the invoice, the consul 
shall make the note in the column of ‘“Remarks,’’ ‘‘Sanitary inspection,”’ 
number, and the place where the certificate was issued. 

. (6) If the manufacturers should have to ship their products by another 
port, they shall ask the consul, who keeps the original certificate, to send 
a legalized copy of it to the consul of the port where the shipment is going 
to be made, so that he may make the note to which the previous article 
refers. For this certified copy the consul who issues it will charge Bs. 5 
(96.5 cents). 

(7) The certificates will be valid for one year counting from the date 
on which they are issued. 

(8) If, in spite of the certificate, it should be discovered that some 
product or products of the factory contain injurious substances, «r that 
the provisions of the local laws have been violated in the manufacture, 
provided that this violation implies some injury to health or involves a 
fraud, the consul shall abstaiu from putting in the note to which article 
5 refers, and shall notify the custom houses and other consulates of 
Venezuela to which he may have sent a copy of the certificate. The con- 
sul shall make a written report of the occurrence to the Government and 
shall abstain from putting in the note mentioned in article 5, even when a 
new certificate is presented, until the Government may determine what is 
expedient in the case. 


Olive Crop in Spain. 


According to official statistics, Consul Charles L. Hoover, 
of Madrid, says that in 1909 Spain devoted 3,445,309 acres to 
the growing of olives, with the following results: 

The total production of olives of all kinds was 1,398,294 
tons, or about a metric ton (2,204 pounds) per hectare (2.47 
acres). The oil mills crushed 1,332,294 tons, the yield of oil 
per 100 kilos of olives (220 pounds) being 18 liters (4.75 gal- 
lons). The total production of oil in the Kingdom was 63,299, - 
808 gallons. 

The provinces having the greatest yield of olives in the 
order of the quantity produced were as follows: Seville, Cor- 
doba, Jaen, Tarragona, Malaga, Granada, Murcia, Huelva, 
Teruel, Badajoz, Cacerez, Castellon, Valencia and Alicante. 
These provinces lie in the southern half of the Kingdom.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FrRAncisco, CAL., July 16, 1g1o. 


Raw Material Scarce.—Now that the fruit canning season 
in California has set in in earnest, canners are finding that in 
several lines the same condition of affairs are prevailing as were 
noted last year. Fruits that promised to be low in price early 
in the season, and on which large sales were made at low figures, 
have for various reasons raised in value and are difficult to 
secure. Last season this was especially noticeable in the line of 


pears, and this is true again this season, although most canners 
were prepared for high prices. In cherries this has been true 
this season, the extensive shipments of the fruit to the East 
making the canning stock more expensive to purchase, and this 
is now developing in the line of apricots. The crop of this fruit 
is an average one only, probably below the average in the sec- 
tions where the canneries secure their supplies, and now that 
operations are under way, it is being discc vered that but a small 
portion of the crop is of good quality. The fruit in many sec- 
tions is badly spotted, and choice fruit is selling at advanced 
rates over those named early in the season. In addition to this 
the dried fruit men are very active and prices have been raised 
recently to figures that mean that canners will have to raise 
their prices for fruit not already contracted for. Conditions in 
the primal market are such that practically all packers have 
advanced prices on apricots, and many lines have been with- 
drawn entirely. A very large part of the business that has 
been done to date has been in the domestic market, and prices 


have not been named for Great Britain, one of the largest cus- 
tomers for canned apricots. 

Packs Smaller Than Anticipated.—The cherry pack in 
California is now at an end, with a much smaller pack than was 
anticipated. The packing of apricots is under way in the Coast 
districts, and peach packing is commencing in the San Joaquin 
Valley. Within the course of the next two weeks pears will be 
receiving attention and canneries will then be operated at full 
blast. Hot weather has been experienced of late, tending to 
ripen fruit ahead of time, and some damage has been done. 
The apricot season at Redlands has been a very short one, only 
about half as long as in former years, and the crop was har- 


vested all at once. This materially reduced the output of the 
canneries there. 


Heavy Buying of Fruits.—During the past few weeks 
the lower San Joaquin Valley has been invaded by a number of 
outside canning companies, with the result that available stocks 
of practically everything in the canning line has been sold with 
the exception of orange cling peaches, the demand for which 
seems to be light. Tuscan an! Phillip clings which opened this 
season at $27.00 dropped to as low as $22.00 a ton, but the bulk 
of the sales were made at about $24 00. Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, of Sunnyvale, have purchased almost 1,000 tons of 
peaches in Fresno and Tulare counties, and considerable has 
already been shipped to the cannery. The Carquinez Pack- 
ing Co., which has opened for business at Turlock has also 
been buying in this section as has been Hunt Fros., who operate 
a big plant at Haywards. Some of the finest fruit in the State 
is grown in this section, and packers have for years been com- 
ing here for the fruit for some of their choice brands. While 
the growcrs are eager to dispose of their crops there is considera- 
ble dissatisfaction in regard to the action of some packers who 
exploit their brands as being the product of some other section 
of the State. Just how far this should be permissible has never

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been determined, but it is manifestly clear that large packing 
concerns drawing supplies from various districts cannot keep 
the fruit separated, and designate that this was raised here and 
that at some other place. However, with some places such as 
the Santa Clara Valley, drawing such a close line on its prune 
product and other products, and watching to see that no other 
section market goods under a Santa Clara name, there is no rea- 
son why Tulare county growers should not be jealous of the 
superior peach raised in that section. 

News Notes.—The Hemet Canning Co., at Hemet, Cal., 
has finished a successful run on apricots, and the entire pack, 
amounting to over 100,000 cans, has been disposed of. After 
being closed for a couple of weeks, President J. M. Frazier 
states that the plant will be operated on peaches. 

The Pomona cannery has finished its pack of apricots at 
Pomona, and commencing July 11th, has been operating on 
peaches, The entire pack of apricots has been disposed of and 
practically all of the peaches that can be put up. 

The big Stockton plant of the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association has opened for business and is operating on peaches 
under the management of J. J. Roscelli. This plant did not 
operate on apricots this season. Plans are being made for put- 
ting up the largest pack of peaches in the history of the cannery. 

The Central California Canneries have opened their plant 
at Visalia for operation, and by the end of the present month 
canning will be in full swing there. It is expected that opera- 
tions can be continued for about two and a half months. The 
1910 season is expected to be the largest ever experienced there. 


The fruit in that section is of exceptional quality this year, and 
its finest grades will be put up there. 


The Bonner Fruit Co.’s cannery at Lankershim has been 
putting up apricots at the rate of about 30 tons daily, and work 
has now been commenced on peaches. The output of this plant 
will be about 125 carloads this season. 


Fruit canners and jobbers generally are much interested in 
the completion and the opening of the Western Pacific railroad 
and feel that with its splendid equipment and direct route to the 
East and the Middle West a better service will be afforded 
them. Several large concerns are planning to send a part of 
this season’s pack over the new line which is now handling 
freight in a limited manner, and which will be ready for pas- 
senger service about the middle of August. The line taps a 
rich section in the Sacramento Valley, and this will be especially 
benefited by the new trans-continental line, the third to enter 
California. 

Salmon Talk.—The run‘of salmon on the Columbia river 
is improving, and on the lower end of the stream the canneries 
have put up about 30 per cent. more fish than last year to date 
in spite of the fact that the cold storage firms have made a 
larger gain. The water in the river is falling and the catch is 
steadily increasing. Great efforts are being made to have pack- 
ers accept further orders, but it is considered that no more can 
possibly be filled than those already taken. A decided demand 
for Columbia river fish has developed in the southern states, 


where the cheaper grades from Alaska and Puget Sound usually 
find a market. 


The first shipment of this season’s pack of salmon from 
Alaska arrived at Seattle July 7th, the consignment consisting 
of 144,000 1-lb. cans from the Fienter Bay cannery. This 
shipment will be distributed at once. 

Pineapple.—Rush work has commenced at the pineapple 
canneries in Hawaii and fully 600,000 cases will be put up this 
season, according to the estimates of canners. In addition there 
will be 200,000 cases of bottled juice put up, this being a new 
side project of the canneries. The Honolulu cannery is pre- 
pared to handle 1,000 tons of pineapples this season, and the 
railroads have built a number of new cars of special design for 
the handling of the ripe fruit. BERKELEY.

RESOLVED, That the Minnesota Canners’ Association is 
opposed to legislation or regulation requiring date of packing 
to be affixed to can, and requests the Minnesota Senators and

such Federal requirement. 


WHEREAS, The canners of Minnesota have already experi- 


enced the benefits of State inspection of canning factories and 
canned products, and 

WHEREAS, The members of this Association are heartily in 
favor of legislation which tends to establish purity and excel- 
lence of product and sanitary conditions of packing, 

RESOLVED, That the Minnesota Canners’ Association is in 
favor of Federal legislation and Department regulations estab- 
lishing standards for canned goods and providing for a wise and 
effective Federal inspection of canning factories and canned 
products.

Dear Sir:—Our meeting at Wilmington last Thursday was 
fairly well attended considering the season of the year and the 
fact that whenever Packers have no goods they seem indifferent 
as to meetings. 

The main object of this meeting was to get an idea of the 
extent of the reduction of Tomato acreage of the three States in 
1910 from that of 1909 and the present holdings of Tomatoes. 

Both of these matters were carefully considered and from 
reports received by the Secretary from the various counties and 
Baltimore City previous to the meeting, it was learned that the 
I910 acreage is at least 25 per cent. short of that of 1909, and 
that the holdings of Tomatoes are much smaller than at this 
time last year, with a prospect of a practical clean up by the 
time new goods of the regular pack are ready for delivery. 

The present condition of the tomato crop was considered 
and the general lateness of the patches and their broken and ir- 
regular appearance was a matter of general comment. 

The President submitted the letters he had receeived from 
the various Government officials who are making investigations 
preliminary to fixing a standard for Canned Goods, the general 
tenor of which seemed to show a determination, on their part, 
that whenever water or pulp is used in packing tomatoes that 
fact must appear on the label—in fact that seems to be their 
construction of the Pure Food Law as it now stands. 

Adjourned to meet Monday, August 15, 1910.

The Iowa Silo. 


Two years ago the agricultural engineering section of the 
Iowa Experiment Station invented a new kind of silo which 
was called the Iowa silo. This silo is built of specially made 
hollow tile. It is as permanent as a cement: ilo, and much 
easier to construct. It costs no more than the best grade of 
stave silo ani will last several times as long. 

Since this silo was first devised thirteen have been con- 
structed in various parts of the state. A careful account was 
kept of actual cost of construction. The manner in which the 
silage kept was also watched carefully. Without exception 
these silos are proving satisfactory. 

Bulletin 117 of the Iowa Experiment Station has just been 
received from the press. It gives complete figures on the cost 
of the thirteen Iowa silos that have been constructed. Complete 
directions for putting up an Iowa silo are given. By following 
these, any mason, or any farmer who has had any experience 
with brick or cement work, can put up a satisfactory silo.

LEWIS STRING BEAN CUTTER.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The seizure by the Government of several blocks of canned 
goods for other reasons than because they were mislabeled as 
to weight, has made many canners look at their labels to see 
that they are right. 


It is a wise thing to do, for the Government is looking at 
the label very closely and noting any variation in the contents 
from the claims on the label. Look them up and see that they 
are right now, and don’t wait until compelled to do so by 
the law. 


A long standing custom has lead many honest canners 
into calling goods other than they would do if they thought. 
Uncle Sam, in this case, is a stimulant to quicker thinking, but 
he is not a good dose to take. If you want a guide as to 
whether your labels are correct or not, just read them as the 
consumer must read them—regardless of trade customs, and 
that ‘‘the jobbers understand,’’ etc., etc. Read them honestly. 


For instance. A packer asked us this week if his tomato 
label, which read ‘‘First Quality,’’ was correct? After a few 
minutes talk and a good deal of hesitation, he practically—but 
not openly—admitted to us that the goods on which the label 
was to be placed were really seconds. To the uninitiated the 
cheapness of the label and everything about it cried aloud 
‘*Seconds;’’ but that is not it. The consuming public are not 
initiated; never will be, and we have no right to expect them 
to be. 


The term ‘‘First Quality’’ means only one thing—the best. 
There are no qualifications to the word ‘‘First.’’ It stands at 
the bead—it must do so regardless of what ‘‘the trade under- 
stands,’’ or what the custom may be. There is no room now 
to claim that the goods are ‘‘first quality’’ of thi brand. They 
go to the people who are ignorant of ‘‘customs’’ as the best, 
and that is the whole test. 


In one section, noted for the excellence of its goods, this 
‘*First Quality’’ stands in the canned goods trade as seconds; and 
the claim is put up that it is as good as the first qualities of 
some other sections. This won’t do. It has stood this far—for 
which the packers should thank their stars—and it may stand a 
little while longer—but it is bound to fall. In falling it is going 


- to hurt those canners badly. The wise canners will recognize 


the hand writing on the wall—and get out of the danger line. 


When a packer puts up a line of goods and says to himself. 
that they are better than a competitor’s, and then proceeds to 
label them ‘‘Extras’’ because of this, he is only fooling himself. 
He will be rudely awakened by a suit and the loss of his reputa- 
tion. If his second quality goods are better than another’s 
standards, the iobbers, the retailers and the consumers will 
quickly learn it. Don’t be uneasy about that. It is true in 
other lines, and it is true with canned goods, 


The packer must remember that the label on canned goods 
stands for all that sight and taste do with other goods, and for 
this reason what he says on the label must be true—must be 
borne out by the goods in the can—or the buyer will put him in 
the Ananias Club and all his products. They are buying the 
goods entirely on confidence, and any betrayal of this is imme- 
diately reflected in a falling off of demand. If they could see 
the goods or taste them, it would be different. 

It is for this reason, as we have before said, that we believe 
there will be no great advance made in the consumption of 
canned goods until the packers plainly mark their best goods— 
Firsts or No. 1; the next grade—Seconds or No. 2, and the 
lowest grade—Thirds or No. 3. 


When this is done there will then be absolutely no conflict 
with Pure Food Laws of State or Nation, because canned goods 
are only subject to these laws because of these minor irregulari- 
ties. Then it will make no difference if one man’s thirds are 
better than another’s firsts. Because the quality of the poor 
packer will soon become known, and he will get no better price 
for his firsts than the better packer will get for his thirds. 
There will be no need of a ‘‘Standard,’’ because every man will 
judge his own goods and be known to the public by his goods. 


A great deal of this is to be seen on the market today. 
Many a jobbing house would rather buy the second goods of a 
canner whom they know than the standards or extras of some 
others—whom they also know. The consumers learn this distinc- 
tion ju t as rapidly if not moreso _[n fact it is surprising to see 
how quickly a housewife will learn the value of one canne1’s 
goods and the unreliability of another’s. They learn and do 
not forget. Many a retailer has found himself loaded up with 
goods he could not dispose of because his customers had learned. 

We must come to it. There is no way around it, and we 
might as well—in fact had much better-—do it before being 
compelled. 

Let your labels tell the truth, the whole truth and NOTHING 
BUT THE TRUTH, and you will have no trouble with the Pure 
Food Laws. 
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Spraying Tomatoes. 


Written Especially for The Trade by the Spray Department, 
Thomsen Chemical Co., Baltimore, Md. 


The principal troubles experienced by tomato raisers are 
Tomato Blight and Bacterial Wilt, wkich are found mainly in 
the tomato fields of the South, but are not unusual as far north 
as Maryland. 

These diseases are spread very largely through the agency 
of insects, and where patches have been badly affected in the 
past, the infection will probably remain in the soil as well, thus 
making it necessary to rotate crops. 

Both are controlled by spraying with Bordeaux Mixture, 
combined with Arsenate-Lead. Bordeaux Mixture is a preven- 
tive rather than acure. The grower shuuld, therefore, appre- 
ciate the necessity of spraying the vines early in order to have 
the treatment on the vines before the fungus spores arrive, in 
order to prevent them from lodging on the vines and growing 
there, and as the vines grow and develop new foliage, further 
sprayings are necessary in order to keep all new growth covered. 
Chewing insects not only injure the vines by eating and destroy- 
ing them, but are instrumental in spreading fungus troubles, as 
where they eat the leaves or stems of plants they leave ebrasions 
or wounds exposed and the fungus spores thus have presented 
a most favorable opportunity to get a start. It is, therefore, 


necessary to combine Arsenate Lead with the Bordean Mixture. — 


The formula for making Bordeaux Mixture, for those who care 
to make it themselves, is as follows: 


5 lbs. Copper Sulphate, (Bluestone). 
6 lbs. Lime. 
To 50 Gallons of Water. 


The Copper Sulphate and Lime should be dissolved sepa- 
rately in buckets or tubs and then the two poured simultaneously 


into a third tank or tub. After the Bordeau Mixture is made 


' and diluted as above, 3 lbs. Arsenate-Lead should be added to a 


50 gallon batch. 

For those who have never made Bordeaux Mixture, it per- 
haps would be safer and more satisfactory for them to purchase 
a ready manufactured article from their nearest dealer. The 
combined Bordeaux Mixture and Arsenate-Lead is sold gener- 
ally in the market. 

It may be well in this connection to mention the fact that 
commercially manufactured Lime-Sulphur Solution combined 
with Arsenate-Lead is rapidly taking the place of Bordeaux 
Mixture and Arsenate-Lead for many purposes, due to the fact 
that where considerable rainy weather follows the use of Bor- 
deaux Mixture, there is liable to be some burning of foliage, 
and experiments with Lime-Sulphur Solution and Arsenate-Lead 
have apparently been free from such injury. To what extent 
the Lime-Sulphur Solution and Arsenate-Lead will take the 
place of Bordeaux Mixture and Arsenate-Lead on vegetables, is 
still undetermined by experiments, except so far as potatoes are 
concerned, where this combination has been quite thoroughly 
tried and proved more efficient than Bordeaux Mixture and 
Arsenate-Lead and also more satisfactory than Paris Green. 


The following article on ‘‘Notes on Tomatoes’’ is taken 
from ‘‘Gardening’’ and is along the same line as the above article. 
It wlll prove interesting to those who have experienced any 
trouble along this line: 


Notes on Tomatoes. 


Whether to stake or not to stake tomatoes is a much debated subject. 
Like a good many others, this one will never be settled to the satisfaction 
of all. Where it pays one man to stake and sucker part or all of his crop, 
another would lose money by doing so. This subject is brought to the 
front again by several experiment station bulletins recently published, 
condemning as a whole the practice of training or staking. Right here is

By this we mean the ability to take the crop to market and bring home . 


the money 

We find that for the early trade it is absolutely necessary to stake our 
tomatoes as we cannot sell the product from prostrate vines. It lacks the 
finish which is so necessary for table fruit. There are other considerations. 
During rainy spells the trained vine will set fruit where the other will not, 
and when it comes to picking the crop, we gain all the time and labor lost 
for staking. 

To us it is more a matter how to stake than any other. We have had 
very good results by transferring the greenhouse system outdoors. This is 
simply setting stakes about 10 feet apart and stretching a wire over these 
to which the vertical strings are tied upon which the vines are hoisted. 
We generally have four plants between the stakes and use American twine 
flax. We used to stretch a bottom wire, but found it very much in the 
way for boxing, hence quit it and get along just as well by simply tying 
the twine loosely to the tomato plants near the ground. 

Just as important as any other part of the work is spraying. We be- 
lieve there is no other factor so important as thorough spraying with 
Bordeaux outdoors. In the greenhouse it will be necessary to watch the 
moisture. Tomatoes should not be sprayed or syringed to supply mois- 
ture. They do better with dry foliage. The moisture at the root has a 
great deal to do with the dreaded black rot. It usually is companion to 
insufficient water However, one must not err on the other side—too much 
water means vine and no fruit. After fruit has set, a mulch of manure is 
in order to help control moisture and sustain the crop. While tomatoes 
love heat, there is a time when even that is too extreme and a light 


shade is beneficial. We generally shade about the last of June. It helps 
to finish up meaty and well flavored fruit. It generally pays best to sell 
greenhouse tomatoes in small packages, say peach baskets, and weigh the 
fruit.

We are packing only high grade stuff in 5 inch sanitary 
cans, filling our cans full of fruit and vegetables, all hand packed 
and selected. The gross weight of our No. 3 tomatoes average 
4I ounces, and 22 ounces of tomato. Would tell you what we 
sold our last season’s goods for but am afraid, after reading 
your price lists, you might thing I was lieing. It pays to pack 
gvod goods. Wherever our goods have been this season the 
other fellow cannot sell, even at 15c. to 20c. a case less than 
our price. 

Prospects are not very flattering for a large pack. We ex- 
pected to pack 20 or 25 cars of goods, but freezing weather ou 
the 24th of April killed comparatively all the fruit in our sec- 
tion, and nearly all the tomato plants. This discouraged a 
good many of our growers and they did not replant; a good 
many plants were set in the field and some were in bloom. Wet 
weather for past 20 days has rotted tomatoes badly and fields 
are getting foul; it has now partly cleared up and I hope the 
rain will go North, where they need it, and let us kill grass. 

Opened factory July 5th, for blackberries and beans. There 
are no blackberries as residents are paying more than we can 
afford to, and not enough to supply the local demand. Beans 
are plentiful. Will commence packing tomatoes about the last 
week in August.
